The three men who went from 
here to tell Col. Lindbergh of in­ 
dications the baby was on a 
y acht in Chesapeak e Bay and 
wou ld be retu rned throu gh them 
were Rev . H. Dobson-Peacock , 
Rear Admiral Gu y H. Bu rrage, 
retired, and John Hu ghes Cu rtis. 
“We not only hope bu t ex pect 
the completion of negotiations 
within a few day s,” Dean Dob­ 
son-Peacock said today . 
He ex pressed fear th at pu bli­ 
city giv en the new phase of the 
case might jeopardize a “good 
clew” bu t reiterated his belief 
th at all wou ld still tu rn ou t sat­ 
isfactorily . 
“We had hoped for an early 
and a happy solu tion," he said 
“and su ch is still ou r hope.” 
Denial th at Col. Lindbergh 
considered the information from 
Virginia im portant was made to­ 
day at Hopewell by Col. H. Nor­ 
man Schwarzk opf, su perintend­ 
ent of New Jersey state police, 
who is in general charge of the 
police search for the k idnapers.

Lindbergh.

He wou ld not say where a 
recent report had been receiv ed 
concerning the safety of the ba­ 
by .

Washington, Mar. 25 —(AP)— 
An u nbridled hou se today bru sh­ 
ed aside a beer tax proposal bu t 
approv ed a one cent a gallon 
lev y on imported oil as part of 
the new rev enu e bill. 
More by chance than by di­ 
rection, it su stained the way s 
and means committee for the 
first time on the bill. It defeat­ 
ed the legalized beer amend­ 
ment, 216 to 132, and accepted 
the oil imports tax , 190 to 97 . 
As the committee set abou t 
finding new sou rces of rev enu e 
to replace the rejected sales tax , 
President Hoov er ex pressed con­ 
fidence the Democrats and Re­ 
pu blicans cou ld get together on 
a bill to balance the 1933 bu dget. 
He said u nless this is done, the 
depression will continu e indefin­ 
itely . 
Discov ering today that the ac­ 
tion of the bipartisan forces in 
strik ing ou t the sales tax y ester­ 
day had thrown the section on 
proposed ex cise tax es into con­ 
fu sion, the hou se tu rned to Act­ 
ing Chairman Crisp to straigh­ 
ten it ou t so separate v otes on 
beer, oil imports, grape concen­ 
trates, m alt and lu bricating oil 
cou ld be tak en. 
Crisp proposed an amendment 
that allowed Rep. Cu llen Dem., 
N. Y.) to su bmit a proposel for a 
three cent a pint tax on beer of 
2.7 5 per cent alcoholic content 
which it was estimated wou ld 
retu rn $350,000,000 in rev enu e. 
After three hou rs of debate it 
was defeated. 
The treasu ry estimated the oil 
lev y wou ld y ield $5,000,000. Op­

contended

wou ld 
boost the price of cru de oil and 
fu el oil so that it wou ld cost in­ 
du strial 
sections 
$100,000,000 
more a y ear while adv ocates 
said that on the basis of impor­ 
tations in the last three y ears, 
it wou ld pu t $43,000,000 in the 
treasu ry .

The Hu gos were strict Lu ther­ 
ans and Charles was reared In 
that faith, bu t joined the Metho­ 
d ist chu rch here to k eep in 
tou ch with his early Christian 
training. 
Insid e or ou tsid e of his p lace 
of bu siness, p rofanity or v u l­ 
garity were no p art of his v o­ 
cabu lary . He liv ed the life of a 
moral man at all times and if 
his bu siness was “od iou s” 
to 
some eight by ten p su ed o Chris­ 
tians, it was remark able how 
many so called chu rch members 
sou ght his back way and mad e 
u p his p atronage.
